“WASHINGTON, March 2— 
President Eisenhower today 
nominated United States Circuit 
Judge Charles Evans Whittaker 


of Kansas City, Mo., to be a'. 


Supreme Court Justice. 
Whittaker, a Republican, is 56 


years old. The nomination is to | 


“fill the vacancy created by the 
retirement of Justice Stanley F. 
Reed, a Democrat, who resigned 
Feb, 25 after more than 19 years 
on the court. 

A native of Troy, Kan., and a 
resident of Kansas City for many 
years, Whittaker has been a 
judge of the United States Cir- 

t Court of Appeals for the 

ighth Circuit since Mr. Eisen- 
hower appointed him last June. 
The appellate court has its head- 
duarters in St. Louis. 

Fourth Eisenhower Appointee. 

If he is confirmed by the 
Senate, the Court will have five 
Democrats and four Republi- 
cans. Whittaker is the fourth 
man appointed to the court by 
Mr. Eisenhower, and the third 
Republican he has named. 

His other appointments were 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
Justice John Marshall Harlan, 
Republicans, and Justice Wil- 
liam J. Brennan, a Democrat. 
Brennan’s nomination has not 
yet been confirmed but he has 
been sitting with the court since 
last fall, under a recess appoint- 
ment. 

From July 1954 until his ap- 
pointment to the court of ap- 
peals, Judge Whittaker was a 
United States district judge for 
the western district of Missouri, 
with headquarters in Kansas 
gity. Both -previous appoint- 

nts were by Mr. Eisenhower. 

Whittaker told reporters at 
the White. House he had con- 
ferred with Mr. Eisenhower this 
morning and the President for- 
mally notified hint of the nomi- 
nation. : 

‘Admirably Qualified.’ 

He said Mr. Eisenhower told 
iim his long experience as a 
trial lawyer and a district and 
appellate judge had “admirably 
qualified” him for the Supreme 
Court post. 

The nomination was in line 
with Mr. Eisenhower's expressed 
desire to appoint to the Su- 
préme Court men with exper!- 
ence in the federal and state 
judiciary. 

He told a press conference 
last month he preferred “to get 
people who are now sitting fed- 
eral judges or sitting on state 
Supreme Courts,” adding “that 
is where we got Mr: Brennan, 
as you will recall, from the state 
Supreme Court of New Jersey.” 

Whittaker, who said he was a 
life-long Republican but had 
never been active in politics, has 
been in St. Louis frequently 
since his appointment to the ap- 
pellate court last June 5. The 


seven-man court’ sits in St.| 


Louis, but each judge maintains 
chambers in his home commu- 
nity; Whittaker in Kansas City. 

Approval of the nomination 
was expressed by Missouri's 
Senators Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. and Stuart Symington, both 
Democrats, who said they would 
press for speedy Senate confir- 
mation. 

Whittaker told reporters he 
had no knowledge of his ap- 
pointment until Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr. tele- 
phoned him in Kansas City 
Thursday evening. 

Even then, Brownell did not 
tell him’ exactly what post he 
was being recommended for, 
merely saying he was prepared 
to make a recommendation to 
the President or had already 
made one, Whittaker recalled.

Operation Of a nursing home 
without a-license is a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine 
up to $25 for each week of vio- 
lation. 

Mrs. Hormann and Mrs. Krich 
acknowledged they had no li- 
censes when a reporter visited 
the establishments yesterday. 
Mrs. Hormann said she had ap- 
plied for one but its issuance 
had been delayed until a zon- 
ing problem is solved. Mrs. 
Krich asserted she did not know 
until: very recently that a li- 
cense was required.

Nixon Doubts U.S. Will Lose 
Bases in Morocco. . 


CASABLANCA, Morocco, 
March 2 (AP)—Vice President 
Nixon said today prospects are 
“extremely remote” that the 
United States will lose its 
rights to continue operating 
four big air bases in Morocco. 

Nixon, winding up his 24-hour 
stay. in Morocco, confidently 
predicted “satisfactory arrange- 
ments will be made” in- future 
negotiations with the Moroccan 
government. 

Nixon made known his views 
at a news conference summing 
up two lengthy talks yesterday 
with Sultan Mohammed V on 
the problem of future use of 
the bases and possible Ameri- 
can economic aid. 


Nixon said with obvious 
pleasure the Sultan “indicated 
his general approval” of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's doctrine of 
using -American . military. might 
if necessary to guard the Mid- 
die East against Communism. 
In words apparently aimed at 
congressional critics of the 
President’s program Nixon em- 
phasized that the Sultan thought 
the economic phase of the pro- 
gram even more important than 
its military phase.

He said many questions 
had been raised and the ccom- 
mittee would seek answers ‘o 
these before acting on a meas- 
ure to designate the route. 

Little Talk on Problems. 

Although the committee at- 
tempted to limit speakers last 
night to discussion of the route, 
there was relatively little dis. 
cussion of the problems which | 
might be created by construc- | 
tion of the highway. 

Most of the overflow crowd, | 
many intent on findthg out how | 
much they might expect to re- | 
ceive for their homes if the. 
state Highway Department takes | 
them for right-of-way purposes, 
and some seeking to advocate 
an alternate route, found no 
definite answer in the hearing. 

Too much time had . been 
taken up by politicians, taking 
advantzge of the situation _ to 
make speeches on other sub- 
jects, to permit a full explora- 
tion of problems the people felt 
the highway would create.
